“This however,’ continues the 
pastoral, “is not meant to say 
that the capitalistic accumulation 
of earthly goods in a few hands 
is in keeping with the Divine or- 
der of things. Especially after 
a war as big as the last world 
war the fair distribution of earth- 
ly goods seems to be disturbed 
most heavily. It will be indispen- 
sible, therefore, that the burdens 
be properly distributed by legal 
means by taking into considera- 
tion the common good and social 
justice as well as the preservation 
of the principles of private prop- 
erty. The new social order must 
not consist of a conversion of pri- 
vate capitalism into State capital- 
ism ... The Church desires that 
her faithful promote a political, 
economic and social order based 
on justice and charity.” 


The German Bishops elaborate 
on this basic thought by saying 
that the solution of the social 
problem is the prerequisite of a 
recovery of the German nation. 
“Employers and workers,’ they 
add, “should not belong to opposite 
camps. Man as a whole must al- 
ways Be considered, not only in 
his capacity as a part of the work- 
ing process of the economic sys- 
tem, but also with regard to his 
religious and spiritual needs, his 
home, his health, the welfare of 
his family and the best use of his 
leisure hours.”

olic clergy for months has been the 
chief target of terrorism employ- 
ed by Tito’s communists in and 
around Trieste—such as the recent 
mob uprising which resulted in the 
death of Father Miro Bulesich 
and the serious wounding of Msgr. 
Jakob Ukmar. 


I believe that the mob had in- 
tended to kill Monsignor Ukmar, a 
saintly and learned priest of 70, 
who is universally beloved. The 
Holy See granted to Monsignor 
Ukmar the faculty of administer- 
ing the Sacrament of Confirmation 
as a result of the terrorism which 
threatened the life of the Bishop. 

The Bishop is Dr. Antonio San- 
tin, spiritual head of two united 
dioceses, Trieste and Capodistria. 
He resides in Trieste and officially 
visits Capodistria once a _ year, 
staying there for two days. On 
June 30, he administers Confirma- 
tion and on June 21 he officiates at 
the solemn celebration of the pa- 
tron Saint of the Cathedral and 
the town, 


Trieste is an Italian sea city; 
Capodistria is an Italian sea town 
about 15 miles away from Trieste. 
In the Diocese of Capodistria there 
are several Italian country towns 
and farm villages. For the rest, 
the territory of both dioceses is in- 
habited by Slav farmers, Slovenes 
in the Trieste area and Croats in 
the Capodistria area. These three 
nationalities live together on 
friendly terms; they lived on good 
terms even during the fascist re- 
gime although the fascists restrict- 
ed the political rights and even the 
religious freedom of the Slavs. But 
fascism was a regime, not a peo- 
ple, and despite the’ unjust treat- 
ment of the Slavs, they continued 
to live on friendly terms with 
their Italian neighbors in both dio- 
ceses. 


After the war, Tito’s commun- 
ism rapidly and scientifically or- 
ganized all Slavs, nursing them in 
a fanatical nationalistic feeling and

Crucifixion Scene 
Painted 300 Years 
Ago Restored 


New Orleans, Sept.. 8—(NC)— 
The “newest” canvas.on the .walls 
of the rectory.of St. Louis Cath- 
edral is thought -to lack , only 
three years of being three cent- 
uries old. It is a crucifixion 
scene, approximately two by three 
feet, and was found in the attic 
of the rectory. B. R. Foster, ar- 
tist of the Louisiana Museum, who 
restored it, attributed it to Nich- 
olas Poussin, judging by the style. 
Later the finding of the letters 
“PN.” the initials of Poussin 
in reverse, after the manner of 
some painters, confirmed his opin- 
ion. The picture is thought to 
have been painted about 1650. 

The canvas had been patched 
many years ago. Removing the 
patches, repairing the tears, re- 
moving varnish and revarnishing 
were parts of the restoration work. 
The painting hangs in one of the 
parlors.

Suit Filed To Revoke 
Worker’s Citizenship 


Fort Wayne—U. S. District At- 
torney Alex M. Campbell announ- 
ced recently that: suit has been 
fild in Federal Court to revoke the 
citizenship of Antony Jay, 565, 
Mishawaka, Ind., factory worker 
on the basis of a 1935 deportation 
order which accused him of being 
a Communist. 

The action, first of its kind to 
be filed in the Northern Indiana 
District, is part of the Depart- 
ment of Justice program to “fur- 
ther the peacetime security of the 
United States,” Mr. Campbell said.

‘THE sixteenth century reformers (and even 

more, the more modern Protestant religious 
bodies) tried to defend their position by the 
claim that they were restoring “primitive” Chris- 
tianity to the world. The fact, however, is that 
they were the ones who strayed completely away 
from primitive Christianity, while the Catholic 
Church continued to adhere to it. People are un- 
fortunately impressed by “slogans,” even when 
they do not contain a grain of truth. 

The primitive Christians had the Mass, while 
Protestants have abolished it. They believed that, 
in the Lord’s Supper, they actually received the 
body and blood of Christ, while most modern 
Protestants have abolished it. They believed 
in Original Sin and the necessity of Baptism for 
salvation, both of which doctrines have been dis- 
carded by most Protestants. They, in keep- 
ing with “the Communion of Saints,” prayed to 
the martyrs and others who died in the odor of 
sanctity, while modern Protestants do not. They 
prayed for their dead, while modern Protestants 
do not. They believed in the virgin birth of 
Christ, while the people of many modern sects 
do not. They believed in only one visible Church 
established by Christ, while modern Protestants

do not. They believed in “hearing the Church” 
for their knowledge of religion, while modern 
sects hold that such instruction must be gotten 
by reading the New Testament which the prim- 
itive Christians did not have. They believed 
that there was only one test of true Christianity, 
namely its connection with the See of Peter, 
while all Protestants reject the very idea of that. 


Test Of Truth Or Error 


Tertullian, a convert from paganism in the 
second century, and, therefore, living among 
primitive Christians, declared that there was only 
one formula by which it could be known then, 
and in all later centuries, what was truth and 
what was error, namely, its conformity or non- 
conformity with the teaching of the successor 
of Peter, who not only received a promise that 
Christ would pray for him that his faith would 
never fail, but had the further commission to be 
the Good Shepherd over the entire flock of Christ 
—over His lambs and sheep, which he was to 
feed, evidently with truth and not with error. 


Even by applying “the Bible only” theory to

Believes Editor To 
Be A Poor Adviser 


Secular Paper Agrees With 0.5S.¥.’s 
Views 


READERS of this paper will recall that we 
found it necessary frequently to criticize the 
former editor of The Christian Century, Charles 
Clayton Morrison, who, for several years past, 
converted his« paper from a fairly respectable 
periodical into a virulent anti-Catholic organ. 


We submit herewith an editorial, entitled 
“Physician Heal Thyself” which appeared in the 
Sun of Springfield, Ohio, which is more critical 
than anything we have written about that gentle- 
man. 


“From the East a day or two ago came an 
Associated Press news story about Charles Clay- 
ton Morrison, editor-emeritus of The Christian 
Century. Dr. Morrison had just addressed the 
international convention of a denominational 
church group that will go unnamed here. ‘He 
criticized as unconstitutional,’ reported the news 
dispatch, ‘the continuance of Myron C. Taylor 
as the President’s ambassador to the Vatican, and 
the use of public money for textbooks and bus 
transportation for pupils of parochial schools.’ 


“In short, Dr. Morrison was off again in his 
attacks on other branches of the Christian church 
than his own. For almost 40 years, and until very 
recently, Dr. Morrison edited The Christian 
Century, professed champion of ecumenical Chris- 
tianity.

—taking time out now and then to excoriate de- 
nominations that did not meet with his approval 
—his own church denomination, small and 
schismatic to begin with, encountered further 
schisms.

Marriage Not A 
Sacrament To Many 

Is it not true, when we look 
about us today, that in too many 
cases we behold the family shat- 
tered? The beauty of the unbroken 
home is being replaced too fre- 
quently by the scourge of divorce. 


It is surprising that such moral un- 
concern for the sanctity of the 
family and of responsibilities is ac- 


companied by a callous disregard 
for the housing requirements of the 


people. And this atomization of the 
family, this fleeing from responsi- 
bility in the married relationship, 
comes from one dominant fact— 
that for too many marriage is no 
longer a sacrament; it is no longer 
something that has a moral and re- 
ligious foundation. 


Is it not true that many men and 
women grasp and grope blindly for 
interior peace? They turn in some 
despair and disquitude from one 
materialistic milestone to another, 
seeking even a substitute for the 
Sacrament of Penance, which 
would give them true peace. Is it 
any wonder that this unrest of 
soul. is accompanied by a difficulty 
in raising a moral standard for the 
winning of world peace? The tur- 
moil within matches the turmoil 
in the inter-national scene. 


So it ts with the labor question. 
Do not greed and envy enter too. 
largely into this picture and into 
the attempted solutions for it? 
Movements arising from class 
hatred and measures dictated by 
class hatred end only in chaos, slav- 
ery and defeat. The spirit which 
leads men to think of their eternal 
salvation, permeating our civil and 
social relationships, will lead to 
fraternal bonds between the classes 
rather than the raising of the stan- 
dard of hate. 


The dignity of the human being, 
whether laborer or manager, can 
be won and maintained in a society 
in which the brotherhood of man, 
based upon Christian charity, is re- 
cognized under the fatherhood of 
God. With that viewpoint, relations 
between unions and management 
are increasingly based on human

Dictatorship Over 
The Proletariat 


Have we not witnessed enough 
of the tragedy which has followed, 
when hatred has been made the 
foundation stone for solving this 
question? The promise of the dic- 
tatorship of the proletariat has led 
to a dictatorship over the proletar- 
iat. The prophesied emancipation 
of the workingman has brought 
about the enslavement of the 
workers. Over a great part of the 
globe the right of association, the 
right to free elections, or to any 
genuinely free expression has been 
wiped out in blood—and through 
the all-seeing eyes of the dictator- 
ship’s secret police. 

Free trade unions have no more 
rights than any other free associa- 
tion of men and that is—precisely 
none. The bleak, deadly ~:retches 
of the concentration camps with 
tens of millions of prisoners denied 
the light of hope, symbolize the 
general slavery which becomes the 
lot of whole peoples. A philosophy 


based on class hatred, destroying 


all spiritual values, has done that 
work. It has, by the wiping out of 
spiritual considerations, abolished 
standards. There re- 
mains, as the sole standard of mor- 
als, if you can dare call it that, the 


personal will of the dictators and 


the law of terror. 

To sustain such a regime, all de- 
finitions must be destroyed. Dicta- 
torship is hailed as “democracy.” 
Democracy is often abused as 
“fascism.” A persistent propaganda 
seeks to place at the door of our 
American regime that very “im- 
perialist” aggression which marks 
the career of the Slave State. The 
abuses which linger on in our social 
system—hangovers of the extreme 
individualism which the Popes con- 
demned—are stressed and stretch- 
ed until they appear to be the 
chief evils in the world. 

This is tragic nonsense. It is a 
criminal misinforming of the peo- 
ple. The horrors of the Slave 
State, based on class hatred, and 
requiring intellectual, spiritual and 
physical slavery, are grim realities 
which our people should know in 
order to avoid and oppose. The cor- 
rection of our own abuses can be 
done in proper proportions, though 
certainly with no less zeal. Those 
indeed who oppose the correction 
of our abuses, as the papal encyc- 
licals have emphasized, constitute 
allies, in effect. of those proposing 
the Slave State. 


Cooperation Called 
Greatest Need 


How considerable, then, is the 
responsibility of those who claim 
the name of “Christian” to parti- 
cipate in the reconstruction of so- 
ciety along the lines of Christian 
principles and in accordance with 
human solidarity. 

His Holiness Pius XI in particu- 


‘lar, in his explanation and expan- 
| sion of Pope Leo’s Rerum Novarum 
(written forty years after that en- 


cyclical), outlines the urgency of 
permanent and organized coopera- 
tion between the classes if the la- 
bor question is to be solved on the 
grounds of Christian brotherhood, 
human solidarity. 

It is a sweepin® vista of social 
re-organization which the Popes 
thus present. What is the keysfone 
of this cooperation? Associations 
of employers, on a permanent basis 
and represented from out of their 
own group, are to deal continuously 
with associations of workers, repre- 
sented from out of the workers’ 
ranks. 

The state is to encourage this 
development by appropriate legis- 
lation, such as will stir the initia- 
tive of such groups. 

The employers’ association, or 
the workers’ organization is not to 
be concerned alone with the pre- 
sentation of its own demands and 
viewpoints, one to the other. Each 
is to be concerned with self-disci- 
pline within its own sphere and 
among its own membership. Thus 
did the guilds maintain the just 
price and forbid monopolistic and 
unfair practices in the Middle 
Ages. 

In the public emphasis, rights 
were thus to be interlinked with re- 
sponsibilities and responsibilities 
were always to accompany the as- 
sertation of rights. 

Immediately, of course, the work- 
ingmen’s unions were to be built, 
as Pope Leo had urged. With 
them, in countries like our own 
where the Catholics are not the 
major part of the population, there 
were to go associations of Catholic 
workers. These were to keep alive 
the light of Christian principles, 
were to strengthen their members’ 
religious convictions and where 


[og that of their fellows. Dur- 


Leo’s declaration, associations of 
this character havé grown up, 


as the Association of Catholic 
Trade Unionists in our United 
States. 

Social Education 


Of All Classes 


Immediately, too, there was to 
be social education of all classes 
and among all groups in society. 
There is scarcely anything which 
Pope Leo states more definitely and 
Pope Pius XII reiterates more fre- 
quently than that. Within these 
sixty years there have sprung up 
Catholic labor schools in many cen- 
ters, and with widespread attend- 
ance. The words of the ponti’-s 
spur on . larger and larger turn- 
ot; to such edvational centers on 
the social and labor problems. 


Nor is social education to lie 
fallow. There is an obligation for 
the workingman and workingwo- 
man of good will to attend their 
union meetings regularly, to make 
the right of association live by 
making their unions democratic. 
Complaints in some volume have 
been heard that subversive ele- 
ments, fifth columns of a foreign 
dictatorship, have got control in 
certain unions by deceit. To their 
deceit and unscrupulous maneuver- 
ing they also added the fanaticism 
which brought them to union meet- 
ings whenever these were held. 


This question could well be put 
to every workingman: “Are you 
attending your union meetings as 
you should? Are you fulfilling your 
duties to your country and yourself 
by participating as fully as pos- 
sible in union hfe?” 

In recent years there has been 
a decidedly better understanding of 
this matter. Nonetheless there is 


Pope’s’ directions, there were like- 
wise to be formed associations of 


a curbing of monopolistie practices 
and to forwarding self-discipline 
in their respective industries. It 
is this development which Pope 
Pius XI says in particular has 
been too slow in coming inte life, 
In the midst of his encyclical on 
Atheistie Communism—Divini Re- 
demptoris—-he appeals to Catholic 
employers to be mindful of their 
responsibility. He appreciaces 
their difficulties, “saddled with the 
heritage of an unjust economic 
regime”—by which His Holiness 
referred to Extreme Individualism, 
the theory of exclusive self-en- 
richment and their monopolistic 
developments—“whose ruinous in- 
fluence has been felt through many 
generations.” But he solemnly 
calls upon them to do their part 
in preventing the misuse of pri- 
vate property. And His Holiness 
reiterates the urgency of profes- 
sional and interprofessional bodies 
as a guarantee of genuine social

THE distinction of ignoring communism and still being one 

of its most effective enemies is held by the newfledged 
Young Christian Workers movement in England and Wales.

FATHER S: That’s right. Now comes the cli-

to account for the childishness of their pagan religions 

before they had received revelation. But now revelation has come, 

and all men will be held accountable to a.Man who will judge them. 

Here is the crisis: this Man is appointed by God and is guaranteed 
by the fact that God has raised Him from the dead. 

Things had gone along very well up to this point, for the 

philosophers were interested in the novelty of this teaching of 


Paul. But when he mentioned the Resurrection, that was too 
much for them. 


MR. J: But they listened to the ideas on God: why not also 
listen to the teaching on the Resurrection, Father? 


FATHER S&S: Because to the ancients, even to those who real- 
ized the immortality of the soul, the resurrection of the body was 
a complete absurdity; it did not even merit discussion. Thus, the 
more rude of his listeners openly made fun of Paul’s teaching; 
those who were more polite simply said that they. would talk about 
it “some other time,” as we say. Paul sensed the situation im- 
mediately, and left the city without much further delay. There 
was little reason to expect that the pride of intellect of Athens 
would bow to the folly of the Cross. Grosser sins are often due 
to weakness; but pride is the result of wickedness. 


MR. J: Do you think this mission was a failure, Father? 


FATHER S: Yes, in spite of the few conversions 

St. Luke mentions, it was. It must have been an 

additional source of discouragement to St. Paul at

And that leads us to the! next stop on 

11:3) Paul’s journeys. Have you ever heard of Corinth 
before, Mr. Jackson? 


MR. J: I have read that in ancient times it was one of the 
most important cities of Greece. 


FATHER S: It was. And if you look at the map, you will 
see the reason for this importance. Commercially, it had one of 
the best situations possible in ancient times. It is on the isthmus 
connecting the Peleponnesus with the mainland. With the Aegean 
Sea on the one side and the Adriatic on the other, it was one of the 
great cross-roads of the ancient world, for in-«those days men 
depended entirely on shipping by water for the movement of heavy 
freight over long distances. You can see what was the attraction 
of this city for St. Paul. 

MR. J: Yes, he could surely spread Christianity from a city 
like that. 

FATHER S: But it had other qualities that were not fav- 
orable to religion. In the ancient world, Corinth had all the un- 
savory associations of a modern Singapore. Even among the 
pagans, the term “to play the Corinthian” meant to indulge in 
the basest type of immorality and dissipation. But Corinth, un- 
like Athens, was not self-satisfied and sophisticated. There were 
many souls of all classes in Corinth who would embrace the mes- 


sage of St. Paul. Would you summarize the beginnings of the 
Church in Corinth for me, Mr. Jackson? 


MR. J: When St. Paul arrived there, he went to live 
with a Jewish couple by the name of Aquila and 
Priscilla who had been banished from Rome by the 
order of Claudius. They were tent-makers, just like St. Paul. 
Could you tell me more about the decree of Claudius, Father? 


FATHER S: A Roman historian by the name of Suetonius 
tells us that Claudius banished all the Jews from Rome because 
of riots over a certain “Chrestos.” “Chrestos” is undoubtedly a 
misspelling by Suetonius for “Christos,” Christ. And so, the 
synagogues of Rome, just as those of Asia Minor and Macedonia, 
were being split open by the question of the Messiasship of Our 
Lord. But to the Romans, it was just a quarrel among the Jews 
about names; hence, Claudius banished them. 


MR. J: To which party did Aquila and Priscilla belong? 
FATHER S: Evidently from the reception they gave St. Paul 
and from their later history, they were true Christians at the 
time that Paul joined them in their tent-making at Corinth. And 
now, can you go on with the account? 


MR. J: Well, Paul followed his usual method of 
preaching in the synagogue on the Sabbath days. 
When Silas and Timothy came from Macedonia, St. 
Paul preached Our Lord to the Jews even more than before. As 
usual, there was a division among the Jews over the question; 
when the opposition began to blaspheme, Paul left the synagogue 
and turned again to the Gentiles. 


FATHER S&S: You noticed, then, the difference in St. Paul’s 
activity before and after Silas and Timothy returned. Their 
presence gave him a great deal of consolation. Besides, they had 
brought good news from Macedonia; in spite of some misunder- 
standings, which St. Paul now settled in his two Epistles to the 
Thessalonians, the Churches there were manifesting great fervor 
and were standing up bravely under persecution. With Silas and 
Timothy now at his side, he was encouraged to carry on the fight. 
Though he had to leave the synagogue, he had the 
consolation of seeing some important Jews, such as 
Crispus, join him in his mission to the Gentiles. Even 
so, however, there were serious difficulties in the city that still

MR. J: The Jews dragged St. Paul before the 
proconsul’s court, and accused him of teaching a re- 
ligion that was different from that ordered by the Mosaic Law. 
You told me that Judaism was a religion protected by the Law. 
I suppose, then, that this accusation meant that he was preaching 
a new and unlawful religion, since it really wasn’t Judaism. But 
Gallio said that they were just arguing about words, and threw 
the case out of court. Then the Jews beat Sosthenes, the president 
of the synagogue, right there in court. 


FATHER S: You have the right idea about the accusation 
brought against Paul. And if the Jews had known more of this 
Gallio, they would not have attempted the accusation. He was 
generally considered by men who knew him as a very high type 
of man, but his family was known for its dislike of the Jews. It 
seemed to him in this case that both the Jews and the Christians 
admitted a Messias; they just differed about the one who it was or 
would be. Hence, to him it was a dispute about words and names. 
This, by the way, is.an important incident for determining the 
dates of the various stages of St. Paul’s ministry, for we know 
from profane history that Gallio was proconsul in Greece for a 
year, beginning in either 51 or 42 A. D. 
MR. J: Did he come at the end of St. Paul’s eighteen months 
in Corinth? 
FATHER S: That’s what I think, but it isn’t 
XVIII:18-22 certain. Some time after this, possibly a féw months, 
Paul decided to be on his way again and to return to 
Jerusalem and Antioch for a visit there. At Cenchrae, the eastern 
seaport of Corinth, he shaved his head in fulfillment of a vow, the 
Nazirite vow or one very similar to it. Do you know what the 
Nazirite vow was, Mr. Jackson? 

MR J: I’ve heard the name, Father, but I don’t remember 
what it was. 


FATHER S: Well, it was a vow by which a man consecrated 
himself to God either for a while or for life. And this consecra- 


Nazirite vow would have to take place with sacrifices and the 
burning of the hair at the Temple in Jerusalem. Whatever was 
the purpose of the vow, we haven’t the slightest idea. And now 
can you tell me what made up the remainder of the second jour- 
ney ? 

MR. J: Paul sailed with Aquila and Priscilla over to Ephesus. 
He made a visit to the synagogue there; and after a discussion with 
the Jews, he promised that he would come back again. He left 
Aquila and Priscilla there and went on to Jerusalem by way of 
Caesarea, and from Jerusalem he went back to Antioch. 


FATHER S: And that brings us to the end of the second 
journey, in the latter part of the year 52 or the early part of 
53 A. D. It was a journey in which Paul had travelled consider- 
ably more than one thousand miles on foot just between the places 
mentioned in the Acts, to say nothing of shorter trips into the 
surrounding country and his voyages by sea. This is a logical place 
for us to stop. When we meet again, we will talk about the min- 


istry in Ephesus. You will find the foundation of the Church 
there most interesting.

‘lowmen for their failings to God 
jand calls curses on them, he is 
‘himself a man of righteousness. 


To some readers his work may 
'seem incongruous, as when he 
‘speaks to his contemporary men 
‘of letters: “In the name of liter- 
‘ature which disowns you with hor- 
‘ror, you live entirely on falsehood, 
| Stealing servility and cowardice. 
You devour the innocence of the 
-weak and you seek refreshment 
by licking the putrid feet of the 
strong . .. And so I hope short- 
ly to see you penniless and strip- 
ped naked, for no other atonement 
can exist suited to such pigs’ souls 
as are yours.” 


And yet, speaking to a girl seek- 
ing advice in piety: “Do what | 
do, receive communion every day. 
You will thus be in the true spirit 
of the Church, you will be living 
in perfect obedience, and God will 
be with you in all your actions.” 


No matter what you think of 
Bloy, it will be worthwhile to read 
him. Perhaps you will agree with 
the late Irish critic, Ernest Boyd 
(as quoted in Time magazine): 
“Bloy was ‘an abusive, ungrateful 
parasite, a past master of vituper- 
sucn ...” 


Or you may agree with Maurice 
Maeterlinck, who wrote of Bloy’s 
Le Femme Pauvre: “This is, I 
think, the only work of today show- 
ing -evident signs of genius, if by 
genius one means certain flashes 
‘in depth.’” 


Or with Bloy himself: “The 
clear-cut truth which bursts forth 
in all my books is that I write only 
for God.” And again: ... “striv- 
ing to make known the Glory of 
God in works capable of lasting 
a little longer than myself.” 


But whether you accept Bloy or 
not, you will find in him pieces 
that touch the roots of Christian- 
ity, pieces that shine like gems 
through the cloak of materialism 
that has been accepted by the 
world. One such of these he at- 
tributes to his wife. It is: “Re- 
minding Christ of our extreme in- 
digence, 1 was saying to Him: 
‘Give Me what is in Your Hand, 
open Your Hand.’

Much of the Acts deal with the apostolate of 
'St. Paul, of his self-defense before his accusers, 
and even before judges and a King, of his per- 
secution; but the Acts do not contain a single line 
which is not in perfect harmony with Catholic 
teaching. 

Paul’s letters to the Romans, Corinthians, Ga- 
latians, Ephesians, Philippians, Colossians, Thes- 
salonians, to Timothy, to Titus, to the Hebrews, 
are so Catholic, as are the Epistles of Peter and 
James and John and Jude, that they are read 
every day at the Mass, and every Sunday, along 
with a portion of the gospel, to every Catholic 
congregation in the world. 

If all this is not so plain to non-Catholics as 
it is to Catholics, it is because they do not 
know the Catholic Church. Numerous intellec- 
tual converts to the Catholic Church have written 
of their antecedent prejudices which moved them 
to pre-judge, which prevented an. approach to 
the Catholic position with good will. We hardly 
need to tell you that one’s refusal to investigate 
is prompted by the will and not'by the under- 
standing, that even when one does understand, 
one often refuses to act because of the opposition 
of the will. 

Cardinal Newman Speaks 

Cardinal Newman was one of those intellectual 
converts—probably the most intellectual man in 
England at the time—and: he tells us in his 
| Difficulties of Anglicans (Vol. I, p. 393 ff) that 
he had, through most of his years at Oxford 
made a very thorough study of the “Early Fa- 
thers,” and that he became absolutely convinced 
that outside of incidentals, the Catholic Church 
in the 19th century was identical with the Prim- 
itive Church. He writes: 

“No other form of Christianity but the pres- 
ent Catholic Communion has a pretense to re- 
semble even in the faintest shadow the Christian- 
ity of Antiquity viewed as a living religion on 
the stage of the world ... To imbibe into the 
intellect the ancient Church as a fact is either 
to be a Catholic or an infidel.” 

On page 360 of the same work the Cardinal 
observes : 

“It is the fashion of the mass of Protestants, 
whenever they think on the subject, to accuse 
the Church of the Fathers of what they eall 
Popish superstition and intolerance, and some 
have even gone so far as to say that in these 
respects that early Church was more Popish

Most historians until fifty years 
ago wrote history with their Prot- 
estant prejudice. After Pope Leo 
XIII threw cpen the Vatican Arec- 
hives to historians of the world, 
Archives containing the original 
letters and documents which pass- 
ed between Pope and Emperor, the 
Church and many European states, 
they learned a different story, and 
most of them agreed that English 
and German historians, following 
the Reformation, did the bidding 
of the civil power, and wrote cur- 
rent history under orders as the 
“nowers that be” would have it. 
These colored versions became the 
sources of information of later his- 
torians. 

One person will tell you that he 
read himself out of the Catholic 
Church by studying history, while 
another will tell you that he read 
himself into the Church by study- 
ing history. Carlton Hayes, who 
was dean of history at Columbia 
University, became a Catholic by 
deep research work into history, 
as did his companion, Dr. Moon. 

Theodore Dreiser left the Church 
for the same cause which drew 
Chesterton into it, according to 
Liam Brophy. Both men had read 
the atheistic works of Huxley and 
Spencer. One drank superfically 
and the other drank deeply.

There was considerable difficulty 
in starting the Young Christian 
Workers in England, Mr. Keegan 
related, stating it was due mainly 
to a lack of interest among pas- 
tors who believed that there were 
already sufficient youth groups in 
the country. The movement eventu- 
ally got started through providing 
pastors with statistics on the 
number of spiritual and economic 
problems among young workers 
in the parish which the workers 
were making no effort to solve. 
The statistics gave descriptions of 
conditions in certain factories 
which constituted a grave danger 
to the purity of young workers, 
and of conditions in other factories 
which fostered drunkenness, Mr. 
Keegan said. In some shops the 
heavy labor was physically harm- 
ful to the workers, he added. 

At the same time the YCW head 
stressed that the organization is 
strictly a lay movement and the 
role of the priest is entirely that 
of a helping hand. The fact that 
leadership resides with the young 
workers themselves, he said, is one 
of the most important reasons for 
the success of the movement in 
England. He also pointed out that 
membership is not restricted to 
Catholics, although leadership is, 
About five per cent of the mem- 
bers in the British YCW are non- 
Catholics.

In the October 23, 1946 number 


editorial is captioned “Protestan- 
tism Coming Alive.” The editor 
tells how it is coming alive, name- 
ly by opposing “the false tolerance 
that treats as negligible the differ- 
ences between the two faiths 
(Catholicism and Protestantism) 
and refuses to see the aggressive 
designs of Catholicism to gain the 
privileged position in relation to 
our government and the public 
treasury. This should be boldly, 
opposed.” 

The editor then urges Protes- 
tants to use the ballot box and 
vote “No” on Catholic inspired 
proposals—the Bus Transportation 
issue, for example. He continues:

Indian Hierarchy 
Issues Pastoral 


On Freedom Day 


Bishops Urge Prayers Of 
Thanksgiving For Success 
Of New Dominions 


New Delphi, Sept. 8—(NC)— 
Marking the birth of freedom in 
India, the Catholic Hierarchy is- 
sued a joint pastoral calling the 
faithful to religious devotions of 
thanksgiving and prayers for the 
success of the newly-created domi- 
nions. At the same time, the lead- 
ers of Hindu India and Pakistan, 
issued a joint. statement which 
pledged fair treatment of Chris- 
tian and other minorities within 
their borders. 


The Catholic Hierarchy called 
upon_the faithful to offer thanks 
to God for crowning the efforts of 
nationalist leaders and to pray 
that Hindu India and Pakistan 
will ‘be able to carry forward the 
administrative duties in the best 
interests of their communities .and 
the world at large. 


In all Catholic churches on free- 
dom day there were Solemn Mass- 
es, the singing of the Te Deum 
and. Benediction of the Blessed 
Sacrament. 


While Catholics found solace 
that India’s freedom came on the 
Feast of the Assumption of the 
Blessed Virgin Mary, Hindus took 
consolation that freedom came on 
Pooyam Nal, which they consider 
a day of favorable astrological po- 
sitions and Muslims pointed out 
that liberty came on the Feast of 
Ramsan—to them an ideal day for 
invoking the blessings of God,

| “Both the Congress and the

transfer of power. The two fu- 
ture Governments reaffirm these 
assurances. It is their intention 
to safeguard the interests of all 
citizens irrespective of caste, re- 
ligion or sex. In the exercise of 
their normal civic rights all citi- 
zens will be regarded as equal and 
both the Governments will assure 
to all peoples within their terri- 
tories the exercise of liberties such 
as: freedom of speech, the right to 
form associations, the right to 
worship in their own way and the 
protection of their language and 
culture. Both the Governments 
further undertake that there shall 
be no discrimination against those 
who may have been political op- 
ponents. The guarantee of pro- 
tection which both Governments 
give to the citizens of their re- 
spective territories implies that in 
no circumstance will violenee be 
tolerated in any form in either 
territory. The two Governments 
wish to emphasize that they are 
united in this determination.” 

Meanwhile in Karachi, the ex- 
ecutive committee of the Catholic 
Association of Sind and Baluchis- 
tan authorized a thorough exami- 
nation of the division of India, 
with special emphasis on steps 
that should be taken to safeguard 
the rights of minorities within the 
borders of Pakistan. 

At Bombay during the 27th an- 
nual convention of the All-India 
Conference of Christians, a non- 
Catholic organization, Dr. John 
Mathai, head of the transport de- 
partment in the India Government, 
stressed the need of recognizing 
the right of Christian religions to 
preach and propagate their be- 
liefs.

Open In England 


Catholics Unable To 
Accommodate All 
Who Seek Education 


By John A. Greaves 


London, Sept. 8 —(NC)— Hun- 
dreds were locked out when Brit- 
ain’s 400,000 Catholic children re- 
turned from vacation to their al- 
ready overcrowded schools because 
no extra accommodation was avail- 
able to meet the demands of the 


new. educational reforms which 
have now come into operation. 

Houses, halls and _ clubrooms 
have been pressed into service by 
harassed Catholic educators in a 
desperate effort to ease a situa- 
tion forced on them by the rais- 
ing of the school-leaving age by 
another year to 15, thus holding 
back for another year’s schooling 
many thousands who would pre- 
viously have left. 

Chaos reigning in Catholic ed- 
ucational establishments’ toda 
was also in part due to the lac 
of teachers and the increasing de- 
terioration of school buildings as 
a result of the absence of main- 
tenance during the past few years, 
plus in many cases damage from 
enemy air attacks. A number of 
Britain’s finest Catholic primary 
schools are still empty, roofless 
and windowless reminders of the 
war. In most of the others, over- 
swollen classes were the norm 
even before the old regime ended 
with the summer vacation eight 
weeks ago. 


The bottleneck in today’s senio 
schools spreads down through a 
departments. Junior children can- 
not be passed up to the senior 
schools and consequently begin- 
ners cannot move to the junior 
schools. Local educational offi- 
cials, adopting a “get them off 
the streets at all costs” attitude, 
are turning a blind eye to the 
upheaval, resulting from the ideal- 
istic scheme drawn up in the ex- 
ultant dawn-of-victory days of 
1944-45. Smaller classes, reason- 
able working conditions, adequate 
apparatus, proper recreation fa- 
cilities, all requirements of the 
new Education Act, have become 
for the time bging mere scra 
of paper, and official “passing the 
buck” is adding to the confusion. 
_ Some parishes again are hous- 
ing their 14-%5 year-olds in huts. 
In one, 80 oe are being 
taught in a still-unrepaired bomb- 
blasted private house. 

A glaring case of official con- 
fusion, plus anti-Catholic bias. oe- 
curs at Stirling, Scotland, where 
children of St. Mary’s school are 
being taught in the open because 
of over-crowding in the class- 
rooms, while less than a mile 
away a new school for 600 stands 
empty. The new school billeted 
soldiers during the war and now 
the children cannot move in be- 
cause the walls need plastering 
and theré are no desks or black- 
boards. 

“Local authorities have done 
everything in their power to 
the school opened. Nothing ae 
red tape is keeping these children 
out in the playground,” the oa 
Kenneth Cox, pastor, said.
